PROXIMATELY $3,000,000 IN 


THE SAN JOSE DIVISION 


An expenditure of $2,849,391 for 
construction and maintenance work 


in the San Jose Division of the Pa- 


cifie Gas and Electic Company, with 


headquarters at San Jose is planned 


this year. 


San Jose Division takes in the ter- 


ritory south of San Fancisco city lim- 


its to Los Gatos. In the San Jose 
district the gas department’s program 
calls for an expenditure of $67,600 
for additions and betterments to the 
local gas plant. $390,3665 will be ex- 
pended in connection with the San 
Jose District distribution system. The 
Company engineers estimate that dur- 
ing the year 1,500 new gas services 
will be installed in the San Jose city 
district. At Ios Gatos, where it is 
estimated that 150 new services will 
he installed, $18,150 will be expended 
for new mains. In the Redwood Dis- 
trict, which includes Redwood City, 
and the territory north of Palo Alto, 
$322,300 will be expended for addit- 
ional distributian facilities. It is esti- 


mated that 2000 new services will be 
installed in that territory during the 
year. In the Mountain View-Sunny- 
vale territory, between Palo Alto and 
santa Clara it is estimated that 200 
new gas services will be installed. 
Among major items-in the electric de- 
partment’s budget are: an expenditure 
of $433,000 for new transmission 
lines; 19,000 for the rebuilding of 
los Gatos substation, $172,283 for the 
installation of an outdoor substation 
at Agnew, and changes in the distri-

Pathos in Survival 


of Colonial Remnant 

About a half acre of colonial New 
York survives on the west bank of the 
Harlem river, just north of the Univer- 
sity Heights bridge that connects West 
Fordham road with West Two Hun- 
dred and Seventh street.

The loneliness of this colonial sur- 
vival is emphasized by the present 
commercial and industrial character of 
the locality as a whole.

The 
trim little craft that can be pictured 
as once pausing at the landing below 
the house have been supplanted by 
squat scows, riding low beneath the 
burdens of rugged merchandise they 
ferry to and from -the yards. The 
silence of the section, that was once 
broken oniv by the natural notes of 
birds and insects, is now shattered by 
the snorts of straining tugboats and 
the clamorous horns of motor cars.—

Dogs of St. Rernard 
Find Snow Handicap 


The dogs to be found today in the 
great and little St. Bernard passes in 
Switzerland are of a smaller and less 
striking type than formerly.

Thev 
have been credited, moreover, with 
rather more than they can perform, 
says Charles Lincoln Freestop ip the 
Motor Travel Magazine. 

A Swiss professor of Geneva, given 
to making adwenturons cross-country 
journeys on skis, relates that an one 
oceasion, when he was within sight of 
the great St. 3ernard bospice, me 
dogs came rushing out, but ware un- 
able to reach him through the soft 
snow, in which they floundereé hope- 
lessly. He is of the opinion that the 
uses of the famous dogs are more lim- 
ited than is popularly supposed. Oj 2 
ean conceive them as being highly 
serviceable in tracking a weary way- 
farer overcome by a sudden blizzard 
on the road itself, but even St. Ber- 
nard dogs cannot walk over snow that 
is both deep and soft. 


Japanese Mushrooms 

Many varieties of mushooms, little 
known in this country or in Europe, 
are to be found in Japan. The most 
esteemed of these is the shii-take, 
which is chiefly grown on the ever- 
green oak. 

Trees about six inches in diameter 
are felled and cut into lengths of six 
feet. The logs are scarred on the 
back, and are laid on the ground for 
about three years. Then they are 
stacked in rows in shady places and 
soon become covered with the mush- 
rooms. After yielding one crop the 
logs are soaked in water, beaten with 
a wooden mallet, and again set up In 
a few days new mushrooms begin to 
sprout on them. The shii-take is a 
great favorite in Japan, being used in 
many dishes, but most frequently in 
soups.

_student. ‘The museum has a large col- 
lection of knouts and other imple- 
ments of punishment and torture used 
in ezarist days.

French Driven to Révolt 

The French revolution was mainly 
the result of the oppression of the 
French people, who rose in revolt 
against the extravagance and tyranny 
of the kings and nobles. In addition 
they had no adequate representation 
in the legislature. The taxeS were 
heavy and in 1777 there were as many 
as 1,250,000 beggars in France. 
Alarmed by the increasing signs of un- 
rest in the country, the king and some 
of the nobles began to gather the army 
near Paris. This so enraged the peo- 
ple of Paris that they stormed the Bas- 
tile on July 14, 1789. This is re 
garded as the beginning of the revo- 
tution.
